HAMPERING THE PRESIDENT. 

One of the worst features of the situation in con- 
nection with the President's effort to settle the 
railroad controversy is the foolish conduct of 
business organizations which have hampered it 
by insisting on the contention of the railroad 
managers. 

Presidents and boards of directors of business 
organizations, under the influence of other or- 
ganizations, dominated by railroads and their al- 
lied interests, sign perfunctory, prepared _ tele- 
grams insisting that the President support the 
railroad program of arbitration. They insist on 
a particular kind of arbitration. They go so far 
as to assert, without a vote or any solid evidence 
of the fact, that they represent the unanimous 
opinion of the organizations’ membership. 

All of this is wrong. 

The President is making an effort to settle the 
dispute before a strike with its tremendous pos- 
sibilities of disaster and hardship. His effort dif- 
fers from al] previous presidential interventions 


in labor disputes. Mr. Cleveland never thought 


of intervening except to enforce law and order 


and move mail trains. Mr. Roosevelt intervened 


in the coal strike after both sides had fought a 
drawn battle and the disastrous situation had be- 
come intolerable. 

The President is trying to avert disaster. He 
represents the public and the public welfare. He 
represents the real interests of the employer and 
the employes, because after the war and its dis- 
asters there would have to be a compromise set- 
tlement through arbitration or otherwise. 

Probably the President would be called in to 
do just what he is trying to do now—bring about 
through mediation or arbitration an equitable ad- 
justment. 

The American people want arbitration of labor 
disputes by the legal means provided, or by any 
other available means. They want this dispute 
settled before it has caused intolerable disaster 
and hardship through the dislocation of business 
and the blockade of supplies necessary to: life, 
health and comfort. 

Not only should the President’s efforts have the 
sympathy and support of the parties to the con- 
troversy, but of every element of the people. | 

The trainmen’s representatives are wrong in re- 
fusing any mode of fair arbitration of the whole 
dispute. Arbitration is the sheet anchor of the 
hope of labor for equitable wages and condi- 
tions. 

The railroad managers are wrong in refusing 
to concede anything or to accept any concession 
outside of their chosen mode of arbitration. 
Business organizations are wrongs in hampering 
the President by insisting upon the railroad pro- 
gram. They should insist that both the railroads 
and the trainmen come to a settlement by any 
fair means. ad 
The dispute would have been settled now if 
there had been evidence of the solidarity of 
American opinion in support of the President’s 
efforts to settle the controversy by mutual con- 
cessions and arbitration. Even in the present 
crisis it can be settled if all elements, throwing 
aside partisan politics and selfish, narrow inter- 
ests, would unite in a demand for settlement. 
Meanwhile, if the crisis ends in a strike, which 
seems imminent, what the President and Congress 
may do to protect the country from hardshf{p is a 
matter of conjecture. The Government has vast 
power of control over public service corporations 
and interstate transportation. These corpora- 


governmental regulation and control. The pub- 
lic is dependent upon their service. The welfare, 
even the lives, of the people rest upon their 
operation. They must serve the public. 

A strike which threatened the cessation of in- 
dustry and commerce and endangered the life and 
welfare of the people might lead to an extension 
o; the. exercise of governmental power to control 
interstate transportation hitherto undreamt of. 
Nation-wide, disastrous conflict of railroad em- 
ployers and employes might awaken sleeping dogs 
which would rend both belligerents. It might 
cause a revolution in railroad management which 
would put an end to strikes. 
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The Texas scheme to teach boardinghouse 
keepers the art of cooking may work wonders. 
It may add millions to the census of boarders.

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MAKING PRISON BRIGHTER. 

“Social Service,” with its usual worthy motives, 
proposes to try a new wrinkle on convicts. An 
organization of social servitors (if you want to 
join it, it is the O. E. Library League, 1207 Q 
street, N. W., Washington, D. C., and the mem- 
bership fee is nominal) proposes to enroll 5000 
men and women who will devote a couple of 
hours each week to writing letters to convicts. 
They are to be “educative letters.” 

Gentle reader, how would you like to be a con- 
vict and have somebody unknown conduct a cor- 
respondence course in morals with you and bom- 
bard you with “educative letters’? 

The primary object of the “educative letters,” 
we are informed, is to prevent or restrain crim- 
inals from committing second offenses after they 
get out, thus getting themselves in again. By 
boring the ‘convict to death and rendering prison 
so distasteful that he will not want to get in a 
second time, the object would be as effectively ac- 
ccmplished—although the provocation to murder 
or assault might be strongly present. It remains 
tu be demonstrated what the result will be. Con- 
victs have had almost every other form of uplift 
practiced on them, including undergraduate den- 
tistry and magic lantern lectures—and have come 
back for second terms. It has never occurred to 
the uplifters that perhaps their social experiments 
have made convicts want to go out and commit 
crimes. 

One thing we are sure of, whether the “edu- 
cative letters” appeal to the victims or not. The 
opportunity to write them will appeal to chronic 
letter writers and pious folk who love to lecture 
the erring, and superior ones whcse supply of 
geod advice exceeds the local demand. 
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BLOODSTAINED ZEPPELINS. 

A German officer is quoted as saying that the 
new type of Zeppelin airships which is being used 
te raid England could easily fly to New York. 
He appears to think that Americans would be 
pleased to see a few of these monsters. 

Before the war, Americans were intensely inter- 
ested in Count Zepeplin’s aeronautie wonders. But 
since they have been used, in the main, for the 
purpose of dropping high explosives at haphazard, 
in the dark, on unfortified places, even villages, 
mangling, maiming and killing noncombatants, in- 
cluding \women and children, it is doubtful 
whether they would receive a hearty welcome in 
this country, where women and children, and non- 
combatants generally, are held immune from at- 
tack in war. 

As with submarines that have sunk merchant 
ships without warning, killing noncombatants, 
men, women and babies, we would prefer that 
they stay on their own side of the Atlantic for the 
present. If they come here, after the war, it 
should be with crews that have not the stain of 
murder on their hands. 
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BROOKLYN’S SEARCHLIGHT. 

There's to be a billion-candle-power searchlight 
rubbering out from Brooklyn. It will project 
50 miles and as much further as possible. Some 
searchlight. 

People on the decks of boats will declare, “Oh! 
See the Brooklyn searchlight!’’ It will advertise 
Brooklyn. Just what the advantage of advertising 
Brooklyn is, we don’t know. Especially at night. 
Perhaps the idea is to light the wayfarer home. 
Or maybe it is to direct Brooklyn's attention as 
far away from itself as possible. The light will 
also serve to draw the mosquitoes. 

Otherwise, so far as we can see, it will be a 
perfectly useless public nuisance. However, it’s 
Brooklyn’s nulsance—not ours. Every town is en- 
titled to maintain its own favorite form of nui- 
sance without interference from the outside. All 
that the rest of us can do is to be thankful that we 
are not in Brooklyn’s neighborhood. 
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LESSONS FROM THE WAR. 

While Germany went into amateur farming— 
each householder on his own small patch—France 
has set aside 40,000 acres of arable land and. pro- 
duces grain and vegetables, hay and clover, and 
will double that number, says the Matin. 

The French Government has reinstituted horse 
racing, but without betting, so as to increase the 
quality of the horses. Racing is already the vogue, 
efore Government officials only, at Caen, Moulins, 
Mont-de-Marsan, Longchamps and Chantilly. 
France now has, according to the official report 
of M. Fernand David, 614,105 horses under 3 years, 
and 2,317,020 horses over 3 years old, of which 
nearly 1,000,000 are at the front, in the army. 
According to the same report the Government 
ranches at Toulouse and Bordeaux, in the foothills 
of the Pyrenees and in Bretagne, have increased 
10 per cent in cattle and 7 per cent in sheep during 
the first trial year. They are expected to produce 
at least a 20 per cent further increase during the 
second year (1916-17). 

M. Aristide Briand, in the Chamber, compared 
the French and German methods of fing&cing the 
war. He said in part: 

Germany boasts that she has borrowed 
money from her own citizens only. Does 
that mean that she does not intend paying 
them back, or paying them back as she sees 
fit? I can see no essential difference between 
an internal and an external indebtedness. 
France has also mainly borrowed from her 
own people; but she has also given the lend- 
ers negotiable paper which they can use in 
their daily transactions—Government notes, 
or, as they would call them in America, 
“greenbacks.” 

In Germany there is a great shortage of 
cash. Here everybody has plenty of money, 
as the French people have now become ac- 
customed to take five-franc, paper ($1 bills). 
Travelers in France will, in future, find less 
hard money and more paper money, and the 
Government can take its time to call in what- 
ever denomination it may see warrant for: 
whereas, if the Government. has outstanding 
bonds only, it must meet ‘them when due. 
We have patterned after the great United 
States, where the system works like a charm.

Cleveland Plain-Dealer: The long expected 
| Balkan drive is well under way, but for the mo-

| €arians have assumed the offensive at many points 
along a 100-mile front and their successes are ad- 
mitted in official reports from the French and 

British war offices. The most amazing report ts 

that from Athens to the effect that a Bulgarian 

army, brushing aside the opposition of the allies, 
is within 10 miles of the Greek seaport of Kavala. 

Already the Bulgars are talking of capturing Sa- 
 tontki and “sweeping the allies into the sea.”’ 

If Bulgaria, with her own 250,000 men and with 
come German and Austrian and posal- 
bly Turkish aid, actually endangers the position 
of the allies in Greece, she will have wrought little 
less than a miracle. Gen. Sarrail, the allies’ com- 
mander, has probably not less than 700,000 men at 
his disposal. He has been preparing his campaign 
for many months. Even the initial successes of 
the Bulgarians are difficult of comprehension. 

Just as the Germans struck at Verdun to antict- 
pate the allied offensive in France and just as 
Austria launched her surprising drive from the 
Alps in order to prevent the Italians from striking 
ai Gorizia; so probably the Bulgarians are at- 
tempting to gain the advantage which is supposed 
to come from getting in the first blow. The au- 
dacity of the attack is admirable, and its success 
seems to justify it. That King Ferdinand’s men 
can long retain the offensive is, however, almost

But the settled policy of Russia is to 
rescue from German hands the Slav 
Pupulations. which Germany holds on 
eastern frontiers. Moreover, Germany 
has destroyed all the great industrial 
plants of Poland. Wherefore Russian 
policy and purpose look forward to in- 
corporating the Silesian districts in their 
new Poland, which is to be made out of 
their old Polish provinces and German 
and Austrian Polish districts. If Ger- 
many were to lose all her tron and coal 
districts on the Alsace-Lorraine. fron- 
tier, and all those on her Russian fron- 
tier, she would be very gravely weak- 
ened as an industrial nation. She would 
only consent to such sacrifices only 
when there was no longer any hope of 
resistance, and not while her armies 
were standing outside German soil at 
the Vistula and the Meuse. 


Damage to British Shipping. 
A third detail may be mentioned. 


By her submarine war Germany has 
inflicted great damage upon allied 
shipping, particularly British. If 


peace came now, British shippirg 
would not have the same relative 


advantage over German that it had 
before the war. Just as Germany has 
destroyed much of the industrial sys- 


tem of-her continental rivals she has 


gained ground in the race with Brit- 
ish for shipping supremacy by keep- 
ing her commercial fleets in home or 
neutral ports and sending her subma- 
Tines out to prey on British ship- 
ping. 

Now, it is a settled article of Brit- 
ish faith that at the end of the war 
Germany will have to make good out 
of German shipping the losses in- 
flicted upon her enemies by subma- 
rines. But this is not the concession 
that Germany would. be willing to 
make while she was still able to hold 
back allied armies from her own 
frontiers. Again, she has by her war 
tactics prepared a great advantage 
for herself, if peace should come on 
any basis save that which would be 
created by her complete downfall. 

Germany’s Advantage Today. 

To put it baldly: In two years of war 
Germany has wrecked the factory and 
industrial machinery and plants of 
France and Belgium and of Russian Po- 
land; she has very seriously ‘crippled 


| the shipping resources of her only con- 


siderable rival on the seas. In doing 
al! this she has been able to preserve 
her machinery intact and her commer- 
cial fleets have not suffered propor- 
tionately to the British. Now, if peace 
came tomorrow, her factories, her 
plents, her shipping, would be, with re- 
lation to world commerce, in a far bet- 
ter position than they were in August, 
1914. Like all the other great nations, 
she would have incurred a vast debt, 
but, while she had crippled their means 
of paying the debt, she would have pre- 
served hers. : 

All this was not immediately sercehvall 
by the allies. They have been learning 
very slowly what Germany has actually 
been doing. They have begun now, by 
their economic conferences, to take 
steps to provide a joint agreement which 
will exclude Germany from their com- 
bined markets by tariff walls, which 
will give preference to allies. Unques- 
ticnably the same system will be ‘fol- 
lewed with reference to their colonies; 
that is, that the British empire and 
the French home and colonial territories 
will each give the motherland a prefer- 
ence in its markets. 

The Resolve to Go On, 

This is a defensive step, to meet 
the situation which German armies 
have created by their activities in 
Belgium, in France and in Poland. 
But it is fully recognized that this 
will not be enough. By victorious 
wars Germany has possessed herself 
of the coal and iron fields of France, 
the iron and lead regions of Sile- 
sia, which are included in district 
whose population is Slav. Now, i 
ever, France and Russia must get 
these districts, and they mean to get 
them. But to get them means to de- 
feat Germany in the field as she has 
nat yet been defeated, and as there 
is no prospect at the present moment 
that she can be defeated this year 
or perhaps next. 

Remember that the allies have 
greater numbers, greater wealth, the 
control of the seas, they have over- 
taken Germany in the matter of 
shells and munitions, they have cop- 
led all the devices that she had alone 
at the outset of the struggle. Then 
they had only superior latent re- 
sources. They are satisfied now that 
the only question now is how lIong 
it will take, they are equally satis- ; 
fied that it will be cheaper in the 
end to go on now until they have 
broken the economic and industrial 
advantages Germany has secured for 
herself by this and other wars, than 
to stop now and let Germany realize 
on her campaigns, by putting her 
machinery to work, hese

Peace Now a Grent German Victory. 

The thing Americans do not perceive 
with sufficient clarity is that peace now 
Nculd be a great German victory, for 
reasons Which I have indicated, and that 
it is precisely for these reasons that 
Germany is again and again bidding 
for peuce on the basis of the ‘map of 
Llurope.”’ If in addition to escaping 
invasion and the destruction of her in- 

l plants and any payment 
through her shipping for the losses of 
the British, Germany could retain her 
hold upon Constantinople, her rvad to 
Asia Minor, who would have won the 
war, even. if she acquired not a foot of 
territory in Belgium, France or even in 
Poland. 

In due course of time Austria, Bul-

What 
seemed then a dream has now become 
almost a solid fact; it will become a 
permanent fact, unless a victory over 
Germany is achieved which will destro; 
the foundations of this German scheme. 
such a victory is a matter of years, 
rather than months. Napoleon was able 
to fight all Europe with no _ stronger 
allies or weaker enemies than Germany 
has now from 1805 until 1814. He did suc- 
ceed in dividing his foes frequently, as 
Germany has not, but it took 10 years 
to get to the end of Napoleonic dream. 

To suppose that Germany, with so 
much of her ambition achieved, will 
surrender the vital portions of it un- 
til she has met disasters that com- 
pare with Moscow and Leipsic is pre- 
posterous. To suppose that the al- 
lies, now satisfied that they can de- 
stroy the German edifice, will stop 
now on terms that will insure the 
German future is equally absurd. 
At the Rhine and the Oder Germany 
may resign Alsace-Lorraine, Southern 
Milesia, perhaps Posen and the Prus- 
sias, but she is not likely to resign 
any part of them at the Somme, the 
Sambre or the Meuse in the west, or 
along the Niemen, Beresina or Vis- 
tula in the east. 


4 Four Vears’' War. 
The allies have first by fighting to 


divest Germany of what she has con- 
quered in-this war, particularly of 
} her conquests from the Danube to 
the Golden Horn. They have then 
to rescue Northern France, Belgium 
and Poland. And Germany as she re- 
treats will shorten her lines, not im- 
possibly keeping step with her de- 
cline of numbers. To suppose that 
the end the allies mean to attain can 
be attained this year or next seems 
to me unreasonable To euppose 
that, knowing or believing that they 
can attain it, and perceiving what 
the cost to them will be if they do 
not attain it, they will stop short of 
it seems to me equally incredible. 
And this is why I share the belief 
that is held in many quarters abroad, 
that the war will continue into 1918, 
that it will be a four-year war, and 
that it will end inside German fron- 
tiers.

Bronson’'s service as Senator for 
the last four years has been so sat- 
isfactory that he was renominated 
without opposition, and his re-elec- 
tion was considered so certain that 
the Democrats did not nominate a 
candidate against him. 

Explains Alleged Shortage. 

Following his arrest today Bronson 
was asked to explain the alleged 
shortage of $29,576.25, reported by in- 
spectors of the State Building and 
Loan Department. He said that 
when he is credited with matured 
loans which a reaudit will show to 
have been charged off no shortage 
will exist. He declined to explain how 
the matured loans would account 
for the discrepancy. 

O. T. Hamlin of Springfield, Bron- 
son's brother-in-law, and one of his 
attorneys, declined to make a detailed 
Statement of Bronson’'s affairs, but 
said that when the accounts are 
properly checked everything will be 
found all right. 

The warrant on which Bronson was 
arrested was sworn out before Jus- 
tice D. F. Burges, by D.-F. Hedgzg- 
peth, cashier of Ozark Savings Bank 
It charged embezzlement of $6000 
during the last three years. It was 
served by Constable Loman, who ac- 
companied Bronson while he was 
getting bondsmen. The bond of $1000 
was signed by J. C. Rogers, cashier 
and Johr. S. Taylor, assistant cashier 
o1 the Christian County Bank, W. L. 
Woody, manager of the Christian 
County Telephone Co., and J. A. Kerr, 
a farmer. 


Medgpeth did not allege embez-

This was communi- 
cated by Gordon to H. F. Davis, pres- 
ident of the association. He called 
a meeting of the Board of Directors. 
Bronson said it was purely a matter 
of bookkeeping, and promised to 
straighten out the books. 

Inspectors Find Shortage. 

Recently it became evident that Bron- 
son was not adjusting his accounts and 
Inspector Bigbee and Hileman were sent 
here. On their report that there was a 
shortage of $29,576.58, Supervisor Gordon 
and Assistant Attorney-General Ewing 
came here. A meeting of directors and 
bendsmen was held. Bronson resigned 
and John Glenn Jr. was appointed to 
succeed him. Bronson’s bond is $200, 
renewed each year. Ewing ts sald to 
hive told bondsmen that they would be 
liable only on bonds of the last three 
years, aggregating $6000. 

Local attorneys think lHiability exists 
under the bonds for the 13 years over 
which the shortage is alleged to have 
spread.

The infured men are George Robin- 


son, 61 years old, of Pilot Knob, Mo., 
foreman of the quarry; Joseph Som- 
mer, 43, of 906 Lemay Ferry road; 
Tony Grasso, 37; Sam Mango, 21: Pe- 
ter Modika, 53, and Alfred Trasso, 36, 
all of Continental. All suffered burns 
and cuts on the head and upper part 
of the body, and in some cases parti- 
cles of stone and dirt were imbeded 
in the flesh. All were taken to Alex- 
ian .‘rothers’ Hospital, 3929 South 
Broadway, and were placed under the 
influence of morphine, according to 
the physician in charge. 

Little “Tommy” was sitting 25 feet 
from her father, and her eyes were 
injured and her face burned. She is 
at her home in Continental. She is 
one of five children in the Arlounge 
family. 

Mrs. Josephine Arlounge, who was 60 
feet away from the scene of the acci- 
dent, with her daughter Rose, 20 months 
old, saw her husband blown into the 
air, and leaving her child, she ran to 
him and poured a bucket of drinking 
water on his clothing, which was burn- 
ing. He was at that time dead, his 
neck having been broken and the top 
of his head blown off. 

Was Whittling Dynamite. 

The accident occurred while Ar- 
lounge was carrving on the usual pre- 
paration made by the cement company’s 
en:ployes for a blast of rock. The 
blast was to be set off at 9 o'clock this 
morning, and he was filling the last of 
2? holes with shredded, flaky dyna- 
mite. He was sitting on a box at the 
edge of the hole, whittling the dyna- 
mite from a stick into the hole—a pro- 
cess which takes about an hour and a 
talf for each hole, and which had al- 
ready been finished at the 21 other holes. 

The holes were drilled to a depth 
of 81 feet, and were six inches in 
diameter. They were 20 feet apart, 
and 25 feet from the edge of the 
quarry. Fach held several hundred 
pounds of dynamite, and 200 pounds 
of the explosive had been whittled 
into the twenty-second hole, flling 
it about one-fifth full. The com- 
pany’s method of blasting rock and 
extending its quarry is to set off 
simultaneously the dynamite tin a 
series of such holes. 

Witnesses at the coroner’s inquest, 
last night, said the greatest care was 
taken tn filling these holes, and that 
no percussion cap was attached until 
the Llast was ready to be set off. A 
copper wire extends to the bottom 
of each hole, but witnesses sald this 
wire was not “alive” at the time of 
the accident. 

Cause of Explosion Unknown, 

Jacob Josse, manager of the plant, 
testified that the dynamite used was 
of a fine quality, and that he be- 
lieved it could not be set off without 
a percussion cap and an electric cur- 
rent. Nevertheless, it was set off, in 
sOme manner, while the only appar- 
ent pressure or friction was that 
caused by the sifting down of the 
dynamite, a distance of some 60 feat. 
on that which had already fallen in- 
to the hole. 

Witnesses said the blast was di- 
rected upward, whereas tits force 
would normally be sidewise. It was 
for this reason that the injury to 
those above was so severe, and it 
was also for this reason, it is he- 
lieved, that the other 21 holes, con- 
taining hundreds of pounds of the 
explosive, were not set off. Boxes 
containing 800 pounds of dynamite, 
in sticks 5 inches itn diameter, were 
near the scene of the accident, but 
were not set off 

A verdict of “unavoidable accident” 
was the result of the Coroner's Inquest. 
Arlounge had worked for five years as 
a “powder man” for the cement com- 
pany. The usual pay in such work, em- 
ployes of the company said, is 4a day.

Executive Committee Will See President Mon- 
day Morning to Announce Decision 
Several Charge He Is Trying to 
“Duck” or Delay the Issue,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The threatened railway strike 
took on such a grave aspect today that President Wilson turned 
toward Congress for a solution of the problem, 

Suddenly this afternoon when it became known that the rail- 
road executives were unanimous in their refusal to accept his 
plan of settlement, President Wilson personally went to the Cap- 
itol and laid before Majority Leader Kern of the Senate and Sen- 
ator Newlands, Chairman of the committee of Interstate Com- 
meree, the statement of the railway heads that Congress must 


cuarantee some source of added 


demands of their employes. 

How this should be accomplished 
President Wilson did not suggest. Im- 
mediateiy afterward Senators began 
discussing proposals to have Congress 
record iteelf in favor of a rate increase. 

No arrangements were made today for 
the President to address Congress on 
the subject, but it was considered likely 
that he might do ao during the coming 
week if the situation continued critical. 
Tonight the railway executives finished 
framing their answer to President Wil- 
son's plan and notified the White House 
they were ready. President Wilson sent 
word he would prefer to aee them Mon- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. 

The brotherhood leaders, after be- 
ing in meeting most of the day, ad- 
journed to 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morniag. Many of them left town 
tonight 
Pute It Up to Employes, 
refusal of the railway execu- 
accept the President's plan, 
including concession of the %-hour 
day, and proposing a counter plan 
such as previously has been outlined, 
will put the next move up to the 
brotherhood leaders. It probably 
will be communicated to them ofmfi- 
elally Monday after President Wil- 
eon has heard It from the executives.

Commission from seven to nine and 
attach to it an amendment expressing 
t®e sense of Congress that the rail- 
roads should have an increase in 
freight rates if they accept an eight- 
hour workday. Such expression by 
Congress would amount to directing 
the commission to grant an increase. 
Whether such action would satisfy 
the railroads, Senator Newlands paid 
he had no idea, 
Justification for Increase. 

“as a matter of fact, the law now 
specifically states,” said ator New- 
lands, “that in fixing railroad rates 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
must take into consideration all 
operating expenes and an increase in 
wages attendant upon 4 shortening 
of the railroad work day would 


_gmount to an increase in operating 


expense.” 

Regardless of the outcome of Presi- 
dent Wilson's negotiations, it was indl- 
cated that few of the brotherhood lead- 
ers probably would remain here longer 
than Monday. The heads of the four 
brotherhoods and their vice presidents, 
however, probably will remain indefi- 
nitely if a settlement of the dispute is 
not reached soon, The head of each or- 
ganization met with his vice presidents 
tonight and discussed tentative plans for 
a strike. The manner in which the Fed- 
eral Goverriment has been injected into 
the situation would make it almost im- 
perative, it is thought, that any strike 
be directed from here. 

As the brotherhool men saw the sit 
vation tonight, only two steps could pre- 
vent-a walkout. Those are for the rall- 


~ soads to withdraw their insistence upon 


arbitration for all of the demands of 
the men, or for the Government to take 
«ver the railroads for operation during 
the strike. 

Lfttie confidence was expressed that 
the railroad heads would recede, but the 
men professed to see great hopes of 
Government operation of the ‘ines, par- 
ticulary after the President's visit to 
Congress. Just what these hopes were 
bused upon was not apparent. 

It a strike should come, it was learned 
tonight, 1t will not becotne operative for 
nbcut a week. The brothernacod men, | 
while they have tha right to declare a 
etrike here, prehably would not do so 
until the representatives leaving to- 
vay and tomorrow had talked over the 
situation with their local curnmittees 
Some of them coulg not reach home in 
lees than five days. 

Considering the strain under which 
they were waiting, the employes’ repre- 
sentatives were remarkably calm today. 
No demonstrations occurred at any of 
their three meetings. The brotherhood 
heads did not address any of the meet- 
ings. They promised to~<all at the hall 
if they heard frem the White House, 
but failing to hear, they did not go 
near it nor communicate with the men 
there.

LANDS NEAR NEW YORK

Invaders’ Strategy Proves Superior in Navy’s 
Biggest War Game— Many Ships Sunk” 
in Dramatic Fight. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The greatest | 
War game ever undertaken by the 
American navy ended today with a vic- 
tory for Admiral Mayo’s “Red” fleet, 
which theoretically wiped out the de- 
fending ‘“‘Blue” fleet and landed an in- 
vading army at Far Rockaway Beach, 
Long Island. 
Rear Admiral Knight, acting as um- 
pire, announced the result in this re- 
port to the Navy Department: 
‘Maneuver completed. Red and Blue 
bodies engaged 9:30 to 10:80 this morn- 
ing, 10 miles southeast of Ambrose 
Lightship. Blue decisively defeated, Red 
gaining command of sea. Red effects 
landing at Far Rockaway Beach and se- 
cures base.”’ 
The final report closely followed one 
announcing that Rear Admiral Helm’s 
Blue defending fleet virtually had been 
annihilated in a dramatic fight off 
Scottland Lightship at the entrance to 
the New York harbor. With the ex- 
ception of a few light craft, the entire 
Blue fleet was “sunk.” The full extent 
of the Red losses was not known to- 
night, although early reports showed 
that they included the superdréad- 
noughts Nevada and Texas and two de- 
stroyers. 

Submarines Disposed Of. 
With Admiral Helm’s fleet out of the 
way, only a thin line of submarines re- 
mairfed to protect the coast. Then these, 
too, were quickly disposed by the Red 
fleet and with nothing left to interrupt 
the landing of troops from his trans- 
ports, Admiral Mayo was declared vic- 
tor in the game and the ships, Red and 
Blue alike, started for Newport, after 
four days of arduous duty at sea. 


The story of the game &s pieced to- 
gether from radio reports to the Navy 
Department indicates that the tactics 
of Admiral Mayo completely puzzled Ad- 
miral Helm and forced him to accept 
bettle In a poeition from which there 
was no hope of escape. The umpire de- 
clared the Blue fleet destroyed hours 
before the time limit of the action ex- 
pired. 

When the game began Admiral 
Helm’s fleet was assembled at Narra- 
gansett, while Admiral Mayo, with 
his fleet and long transport train, 
were 600 miles off Cape Hatteras. At 
6 a. m. on Aug. 22 Admiral Helm re- 
ceived word of his enemy’s location 
and his 17 scouts swept out to sea in 
a long circling line. An hour later 
the “Blue” battleships also were at 
sea following the scouts. 

The cruiser Baltimore sighted five 
battleships, two cruisers and three 
»ther units of the “Red” fleet at six 
p. m., Aug. 23. They were 500 miles off 
the coast, steaming west. The Balti- 
more dared not attack such a force 
and presumably fled for safety. 

It was ll a. m., Aug.’ 3%, vdefore the 
Red force again was sighted. This time 
it was a battleship which was picked up 
120 miles off New York. Again tfe Blue 
scout was outmatched. 

At 5:30 p. m., Aug. 25, the destroyer 
Benham, later reported destroyed, In 
action, sighted the Red transport train 
75 miles off the New Jersey coast. Rely- 


jing on her speed to escape the con- 
voying warships, the Benham followed 
the transport, keeping Admiral Helm 
informed. At that time the Blue battle 
fleet was 15 miles further in shore, 
steaming in a line parallel to the trans- 
port train. At 8:30 the same evening the 
Benham reported that three enemy bat- 
tleships and the transport train had 
headed in-shore to make a landing. 
Receive Concentrated Fire. 

Admiral Helm drove his battle fleet 
forward to intercept the “enemy” ut 
daylight. He sighted the Red ships 
at 6 o’clock this morning. The trans- 
port train was steaming in toward 
the Long Island coast with its de- 
stroyer screen thrown out to south- 
ward. During the night, however, the 
Red battle fleet also had come up 
and, steaming parallel to the trans: 
ports and between them and the 
Blue fleet, interposed itslf to cut off 
Admiral Helm’s attack. The fleets 
engaged promptly, but the Blue posi- 
tion was hopeless. To cut off the 
rush of the transports for the coast 
it had to swing sharply to the west. 
As the Blue ships came to the turn 
they filed in one at a time and caught 
ths concentrated fire of Admiral 
Mayo’s guns. 

While the battle still was in progress 
Admifal Helm played his last card. The 
seventeen submarines, mubilized at 
Yock Island the preceding night, were 
following the movements of the Red 
transports, but keeping well in shore as 
a last line of defense. Daylight found 
them within an hour or two of the 
chosen landing point of the invaders. 
Admiral Helm ordéred them forward 
in a desperate effort to destroy the 
trcop ships, but they were not equal] to 
the task, and the transports and their 
shieldirns rsivhting ships steamed by 
yictorious ' 

Small Guns Used. 

Admiral Helm’s squadron, steaming 
{in column formation, struck the hostile 
column at right angles and at approx- 
imately the center of the Red line. 
Admiral Mayo stood his ground, concen. 
trating the fire of his ships on the lead- 
ing defending battleships, which were 
forced to bear off paralleling the Red 
column, to avoid collision. 

As each defending ship rounded the 
turn, the fire of half of Admiral Mayo’s 
ships was concentrated upon it, dupli- 
cating the incident In the recent North 
Sea battle in which several British bat- 
tle cruisers were sunk. ‘The umpire 
ruled that the Blue battleships had met 
the same fate and ordered the action 
discontinued. 

The battle was fought with every 
man of each ship’s company at his 
proper station, but the firing was 
done with the small caliber batteries 
employed in training turret crews. They 
are one-pounder guns mounted upon the 
12 and 14 inch weapons of the main bat- 
teries so arranged tha: the sighting was 
done through the use of the mechan- 
ism of the big guns. Umpires stationed 
en each ship judged the firing conditions 
and determined when the vessels had 


been put out of commission by the fire 
of her opponents.

His popularity here suffered a setback 
when he obtained the passage of the 
Bronson law enabling county courts to 
authorize issuance of bonds for the 
erection of courthouses. At his urging 
the Christian County Courthouse had 
been torn down on the prospect of pay- 
ing for a new one with a bond issue. 
The Supreme Court declared the law 
unconstitutional and Christian County 
has no courthouse. 

He has not spent money freely here, 
but reports have come of expensive din- 
ners and other extravagances at Spring- 
field and Jefferson City.

LEHMANN TELLS 
OF PRESIDENT'S 
POWERS IN STRIKE 


Has Right to Protect Mails and 
Interstate Traffic From Un- 
lawful Obstructions. 


CAN’T CONTROL CARRIERS 


But He Can Call-Out Troops if 
Their Operation Stops as 
. Result of Violence.’ 


Fred W. Lehmann, former Solicitor- 
General of the United States, talked the 
other day with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
on the President’s powers in the event 
of interference with interstate com- 
merce by a railroad strike. 

“In advance of an actual strike and the 
concrete problems which it will pre- 
sent,” he said, “the President’s pow- 
ers can be defined only in a general 
Way, as they are conferred by the Con- 
stitution. Three things in the Consti- 
tution certainly bear on this question. 
‘The Constitution gives power to Con- 
gress, first, to regulate commerce 
among the several states, and, second, 
to establish postoffices and post roads, 
In fulfilment of these powers, Con- 
gress has passe:! ‘ny laws, of which 
the interstate «: ce law is one of 
the most impo: . It is thes Presi- 
dent’s duty to execute these laws. 
“Third, the Constitution provides that 
involuntary servitude shall not exist ex- 
cept as a punishment for crime. This 
means that a man cannot lawfully be 
compelled to do any work which he does 
not wish to do, or, in other words, that 
a striker cannot be made to go back 
to work. 

Power to Protect Traffic. 

“The President has the power to pro- 
tect, not only the mails, but interstate 
traffic, against unlawful obstructions. 
Some think the Government’s chief 
concern is the mails, and that mail 
trains are sacred. The mails are mere- 
ly a public convenience. The essential 
thing is the citizen's right to travel from 
one state to another, Without unlawful 
inierference. 

“If travel facilities are suspended 
merely because men do not wish to do 
thdir accustomed work, there would 
seem to be nothing that the President 
can do about it. No power is given 
him, under any statute that I arn 
aware of, to take over the control of 
the common carriers. But if their 
operation is suspended because of intimi- 
dation and violence, he hae the right to 
use the mititary power of the Govern- 
ment, as President Cleveland did in 
1894. 

“When Gov. Altgeld protested 
against the sending of Federal! troops 
to ‘the soil of Illinois,’ Secretary Ol- 
ney replied that the soil of Illinots 
was also the soil of the United States. 
Mr. Olney stood on sound constitu- 
tional ground. The President has the 
constitutional power to use the milli- 
tia to execute the laws of the Union, 
suppress insurrections and repel in- 
vasions. 

Troops Present Problem. 

“The problem of getting the troops 
from the Mexican border to various 
railroad centers, in the event of disor- 
der, is one of many possible problems 
which might call for new construc- 
tions of the existing laws. There is 
a ‘twilight zone’ in this, as tn other 
matters of law. Some things are said 
t» be ‘as clear as the difference be- 
tween day and night,’ but there is a 
certain hour when the difference be- 
tween day and night is almost imper- 
ceptible.”’ 

The action of President Cleveland in 
the general railroad strike of 1894, 


which grew out of a strike of em- 
bioyes of the Pullman Car Co., is thus 


described in Woodrow Wilson’s “His- 
tory of the American People:” 

“Mr. Cleveland deliberately took the 
initiative and assumed the responsi- 
bility, on the ground that the strikers 
were preventing the movement of the 
mails and blocking the course of in- 
terstate commerce, and that the car- 
rying of the mails and the protection 
of commerce between the states were 
indisputable duties of the Federal 
Government. He ordered Federal! 
troops to the points & greatest vio- 
lence and danger, and when their 
mere presence and mere action as 
armed police did not suffice to check 
the mobs that aided the strikers, he 


issued a proclamation which practi- 
celly deciared the disturbed regions in 
a state of insurrection and threatened 
merciless action against all rioters as 
against public enemies. Order wag re- 
stored and the law prevailed again.” 


FIVE TYPHOID DEATHS IN WEEK 


Five of the 150 cases of typhoid 
fever reported to the Health Depart- 
ment since Aug. 1 ended fatally in 
the week ending yesterday. Except 
for one death from whooping cough 
these were the only deaths for which 
contagious diseases were responsi- 
ble in the seven days. The mortality 
from all causes was 183. This was 
149 less than the number of births 
for the same period. 

Although temperatures last -week 
were much lower than during the 
preceding seven days there were 
seven deaths from heat stroke.

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MILLIONAIRE BORDEN’S POLAR 
PARTY SAVED IN SHIPWRECK 


All Land on St. Matthews Island ia 
Bering Sea, and Are Rescued by 
Coast Guard Cutter. 

NOME, Alaska, Aug. 26.—The power 
schooner Great Bear, carrying the 
Arctic expedition headed by Capt. 
Borden of Chicago and Capt. Louis 
Lane of Seattle, was wrecked on Pin- 
nacle Rock in Bering Sea, 2 miles 
southwest of here, Aug. 10. The vessel 
is a total loss, but the entire party land- 
ed safely on St. Mathew’s Island, where 
they were found yesterday by the Mc- 
Culloch, which is expected to land them 

here tomorrow. 

The members of the party aboard the 
Great Bear were able to land tents and 
provisions on St. Mathews Island and 
lived comfortably 15 days until the Mc- 
Culloch, which had been sent from 
Nome to search for the vessel, found 
them yesterday. 

A brief report received here sald the 
wreck was the result of an attempt by 
Capt. Louis Lane, master of the ship 
and jdint owner with Borden, to inves- 
tigate a report that another vessel had 
been wrecked in that vicinity. Capt. 
Lane received the report shortly before 
midnight and turned off his course to 
investigate. A great storm was raging 
and at 12:53 a. m. the Great Bear struck 
on Pinnacle Rock, a bleak, desolate 
volcanic islet so named by Capt. Cook. 
and not far from 8t. Mathew’s Island.

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 26.—The new 
power schooner Great Bear, built here 
this year for John Borden, the Chicago 
millionaire, and Capt. Louis Lane, a 
widely known Arctic navigator of Seat- 
tle, left here July 26 for an extended 
cruise into the Arctic.

STONE CLASHES 
“WITH UNDERWOOD

Alabaman Tries to Put Proposal 
to Lower Exemption Back 
Into Revenue Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—A _ pro- 
posal to lower the present inéome 
tax exemption, written into the ad- 
ministration revenue bill by the 
Senate Finance Committee and then 
stricken out when House leaders in- 
dicated they would not accept jt, was 
voted down 31 to 19 by the Senate 
tonight when Senator Underwood of- 
fered it as an amendment. 

Discussion of the amendment was 
marked by a bitter exchange be- 
tween Democratic Senators in charge 
of the bill and Senator Underwood, 
author of the present tariff law. 
Chairman Simmons of the Finance 
Committee reminded the Alamana 
Senator that it was a long stand- 
ing Senate practice for Senators to 
stand by the decisions of their party 
caucus, and Senator Stone, also 4 
member of the committee, declared 
Senator Underwood deserved severe 
censure for his attitude toward the 
bill. 

“%s the Senate degenerated to a 
point where the individual Senators 
must take orders from those who 
serve on committees because their 
constituents have kept them in the 
Senate for many years?” retorted 
Senator Underwood. “I do not rec- 
ognize the right of any member to 
dictate to me. If that be treason, 
make the most of it. No man can 
question my loyalty to the Demo- 
cratic party in victory or defeat.” 

The amendment, which would have 
lowered the exemption by $1000, 
making the norma! *ncome tax‘apply 
to incomes of $3000 for married and 
$2000 for unmarried persons, received 
the support of only five Democratic 
Senators—Bankhead, Hardwick, Lane, 
O’Gorman and Underwood. 


In his denunciation of Senator Under- 
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Senator’s declaration that the proposed 
dyestuffs tariff is undemocratic. The 
Senator’s attitude toward the bill, he 
said, savored of “heroics.” Senator 
Underwood replied by saying if his con- 
duct was to be accepted as a proper 
basis of party criticism of him, he was 
willing hereafter to stand alone, 


"You dare to lecture me,” said the 
former House leader, “because I dare to 
repudiate a part of your bill that is a 
stench in the nostrils of the Demo- 
cratic party. I approve of the Finaypce 
Committee’s legislation on this bill in 
the main, but I know no reason why the 
Finance Committee should see fit to 
arrogate to itself the right to dictate to 
others.”’ 

Underwood said it was conceded that 
no binding resolution was adopted by 
the caucus on the bill and that if there 
had been one and he had agreed to it, 
he would stand by it and “bow his 
neck.” He had bowed unwillingly re- 
cently, he said, to a binding caucus on 
the immigration bill. The revenue bill, 
he declared, had been “concocted by 
certain gentlemen in the Senate trying 
ty dictate to this side of the house what 
it shall do.”

IBREMEN HAS GAY NIGHT IN 


FETING DEUTSCHLAND GreW 


Capt. Koenig Almost Exhausted by Speeches He 
Is Compeiled to Make Everywhere He

PREMEN, via London, Aug. 2%.—The

During the evcning Capt. Koenig was 
ohliged to make innumerable speeches. 
He was on the verge of exhaustion when 
he retired, with the crowd still clam- 
oring for him and singing ‘‘Deutschland 
Uber Alles.’’ 

To the Associated Press correspond- 
ent the captain reiterated his great sat- 
isfaction at the treatment accorded him 
at Baltimore. ‘“‘Send the American peo- 
ple my best love,’ he said. ‘“‘They are 
£000 sportsmen. They treated me 
finely.’’ 

On being asked when he was likely to 
sail on another voyage the captain said 
he did not know, but that it would be 
as soon as possible. 

The homeward trip was without un- 
usual tneidents. No British warships 
were seen, the captain said, after he left 
American territorial waters.

ROUTE OF RETURN 
TRIP OF VESSEL 
IS KEPT SECRET 


By KARL H. VON WIEGAND. 
BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, 
Aug. 26.—The Deutschland’s arrival was 
celebrated throughout Germany like a 
national victory. Many of the cities 


were beflagged, and in Bremen especial- 
ly it was made a festival. Of the 4200 
miles traveled, the vessel Was submerged 
for only 100 miles. 

Capt. Koenig reports that no less than 
eight enemy warships and a numerous 
small patrol fleet were laying for the 
Deutschland off the Chesapeake Bay, 
despite which the submersible freighter 
got through. There was rough, heavy 
weather the greater part of the way 
across the Atlantic. There was a heavy 
fog off the English coast and a heavy 
sea in the North Sea, where the waves 
continually washed over the Deutsch- 
lend, testing her seagoing qualities to 
the utmost. Her machinery worked with- 
out a hitch throughout the entire voy- 
age. 

One of the first telegrams to arrive 
was from the Kaiser, followed by one 
from the President of the Reichstag, 
and then came those from the notables 
of the state and municipal authorities 
ali over the country. 

The route by which the Deutschland 
came has been kept a secret, and it 
is not known whether she came through 
the English Channel, around the Ork- 
nevs or through the Finland Firth. 

Referring to mercantile submarines 
after the close of the war, Herr Heine- 
an interview, said: “Only for- 
eign critics are worrying about. that 
question, since they contend that In 
time of peace the income from such 
vessels will not cover the cost. ‘That 
worry should be left to the men who 
put their money and energy into the 
Deutschland scheme.

The four convicts’ escape was one of 
the most remarkable eve: carried out 
the prison. Besides 
Sawing a one and one-half inch steel 
bar with saws made by themselves in| 
the prison, they found additional gep- 
arate locks on their cell doors and the 
lock on the outside of their cellhouse "| 
little hindrance. 

Pefore they were out of the Praon| 
yard they talked to a watchman, 
whom they represented themselves as 
electricians doing repair work, and 
ciimbed over the %-foot prison wall 
without the interference of a guard. 

Investigation Is Begun, 

Prison officials today began an in- 
vestigation to determine why the three 
watchmen in the cell building in which 
the men were housed and the guards on 
the prison walls failed to detect the 
escape. 

The investigation will include in- 
quiry into how it was possible for 
the four men to obtain ordinary street 
ciothing which they were wearing when 
the watchmen saw them. 

The men who escaped are William 
Webber, convicted of murder in Jas- 
per County in June, 1915, and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment; Harry 
Morris, convicted of burglary in 
Marion County in February, 1912, and 
tenced to 10 years, and Thomas Mc- 
nery, convicted of burglary in Kan- 
sas City in November, 1913, and sen- 
tenced o 10 years, and Thotmas Mc- 
Call, convicted of burglary in Jasper 
County in March, 1915, and sentenced 
to 10 years. Morris was the man re- 
captured. 

The men occupied two adjoining 
cells in “E” building, which is to 
the south of the main entrance in 
the prison enclosure. According to 
prison officials they were locked in 
their cells at the usual time Friday 
night. The first knowledge of the 
escape was when Mahlon Stewart, a 
night watchman in the private em- 
ploy of several prison factories, saw 
them placing a ladder against the 
west wall surrounding the “stock- 
ade,” an enclosure containing most 
of the prison factories. Stewart said! 
he was in the broom factory about 
15 feet from the wall when he saw 
the escaping convicts.

He said they were in the ordinary 
clothes of “square men,” as all out- 
siders are termed by prison officers. 
He called out a window to them and 
asked them what they were doing.

Stovall said that he had no idea 
how the men ope.ed the doors of 
their cells after sawing the steel bar, 
as the loosening of this bar only re- 
leased one of the two locks on the 
doors. After getting into the corri- 
dor, they are supposed to have un- 
locked the door leading into the pris- 
on yard. 

Guards Locked in, 


The custom is for the guards to be 
locked in the building by guards on 
the outside. The inside guards are 
not supplied with keys to this outer 
door. 

In the yard the convicts entered a 
large abandoned tunnel, which formerly 
Was used as a stea mduct. It had been 
abandoned and the end, which terminat- 
ec in the stockade, from which the 
mer, escaped over the wall, closed with 
six feet thickness of brick and con- 
crete.

Circuit Judge Anderson. 

Officials of the drivers’ union and 
the heads of the St. Louis Dairy Co. 
were in court yesterday morning, when 
the case was first called, and Judge 
Arderson took the opportunity to urge 
both sides to accept arbitration and to 
offer his own services as arbitrator, if 
he should prove acceptable. 

“Why should either side be stubborn 
in this case?” the Judge asked. “After 
all, a settlement depends on your mental! 
attitude.’’ He laid the case over until 
tomorrow, after the strikers’ attorney, 
Charles J. Anderson, sald that he had 
had no opportunity to see the papers 
in the case. 

W. R. Schneider, attorney for the 
dairy cempany, was ready to present 
affidavits in the case, and he told the 
Court, in reply to the suggestion of ar- 
bitration, that this would be unfair to 
the employers. He said the strikers had 
made their demands for 2 wage increase 
excessive, with a view to arbitration,

Papers Filed in Bank Embezzler’s 
Case Give Details as to 
Negotiations. 


WAS TO PLEAD GUILTY 


| Promises Made to Get Prisoner’s 
Release in Year, Affidavits 
Declare. 


By a oo Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 26—An in- 
vestigation of the papers submitted to 
Lieutenant-Governor Painter for the 
parole of A. C. Tindle, bank embezzler, 
of Caruthersville, shows that Tindle’s 
attorneys made an agreement with the 
prosecution whereby the latter were to 
assist in obtaining a parole for Tindle 
if he would plead gullty. 

Tindle, an embezzler of funds amount- 
ing to approximately $225,000 from the 
Pemiscot County Bank of Caruthers- 
ville, was paroled last Tuesday by 
Painter, who was Acting Governor in 
the absence of Gov. Major. Tindle 
pleaded guilty to the charge of embez- 
viement and receiving deposits woen 
the bank was insolvent, at the Febru- 
ary term of the court in Pemsicot 
County and was sentenced to serve six 
years from January, 1915. He was re- 
leased after serving approximately 18 
months of his sentence. 

At the time that he pleaded guilty 
he had been found guilty but his case 
was returned for a rehearing by the 
supreme court. The attorney for the 
defense entered into an agreement with 
the attorneys for the prusecution where- 
by if Tindle pleaded guilty the prose- 
cutors and trial Judge were to make an 
effort within a year to obtain the pa- 
role of the prisoner. 

Those in Agreement. 

Tindle’s attorneys were_ A. L. 
L. L. Collins and R. L. Ward. They 
made the agreement with W. N. Evans, 
trial Judge; J. S. Gossom, Prosecuting 
Attorney, and W. M. Fitch, Assistant 
Attorney Generay, assisting the prose- 
cution. 

The Board of Pardons and Paroles 
ecnsists of Richard B. Noel, C. D. Ca- 
pelle and William G. Warner. The 
above named attorneys, the Board of 
Pardons and Paroles and a number of 
other people characterized ty Painter 
as “a large number of good citizens,” 
recommended Tindle’s parole. 

The letter recommending the parole 
of Tindle by Judge W. N. Evans, who 
presided at the trial, was received 
here Aug. 1212, 1916. J. S. Gossom’s let- 
ter was received Aug. 9, while W. N. 
Fitch wrote as early as April 165. 
Lieutenant-Governor Painter took 
charge oY the State affairs Aug. 2. 
It is evident that Evans and Gos- 
som were hold in their promise after 
affidavits hal been submitted as to

“We met in Col. Oliver’s office and 
it was there talked over and Mr. Tin- 
die said that he would not make an 
agreement unless it was in writing, as 
he had préviousl¥ made an agreement 
with the Cunninghams, which they 
did not keep (he alluded to the agree- 
ment wherein he turned over all his 
property to. them upon the under- 
standing that he was not to be prose- 
cuted) and Oliver and I told him in 
the presence of these other men that 
thie agreement could not be put in 
writing, that we were certain tha* 
they would do whatever they agreed 
to» do in the matter. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Fitch said that the matter could 
not be put In writing, but that if the 
acreement could be made and a plea 
of gcullty be taken and the prosecu- 
tion stopped and the appeal aban- 
doned that they would recomend a 
parole (or pardon I have forgotten 


which) at the end of one year’s ser- 


vice in the penitentiary and it was 
there talked over freely and stated 
by the different parties that they 
had conversed with John and Frank 
Cunningham and Lon Fitch and said 
they had agreed to do this and that 
they wovld recommend that Tindle 
be paroled at the end of one year. 
“Tindle objected to this at first, 
but up to this time Judge Gossom 
had said nothing but nodded his head 
in assent; then Col Oliver asked him 
what he would do and he said he 
would make the recommendation 
agreed to by Fitch and they then said 
that they would make a written reo- 
ommendation, or, if necessary, go be- 
fore the board at the end of the year 
and undertake to have Mr. Tindle 
paroled.

as Prosecuting Attorney would do what 
they said, that there was no question in 
my mind but that the Pardon Board 
would parole Mr. Tindle, especially if 
the Cunninghams, who were interested 
in the bank more than anyone else. 
would make this recommendation and 
Judge Gossom and Attorney-General 
Fitch said that this would be done.”’ 

The letter by W. M. Fitch, written 
April 15, reads: 

“Considering all things in Mr. Tindle’s 
case, I personally think it well for the 
board at this time to favorably consid- 
er his application and at least to grant 
a conditional pardon.” 

J. S. Gossom’s letter, written Aug. 9, 
reads as follows: 

“I feel that A. C, Tindle has been 
sufficiently punished for the embezzle- 
ment conviction in connection with the 
fPemiscot County Bank, and therefore 
recommend that he be paroled at once, 
for it is due him under all the circum- 
stances.”’

Courses of Merion Golf Club of 
Philadelphia Have Many 
Natural Hazards. 


EVENT OPENS’ SEPT. 4 


Match Play Following Qualify- 
ing Round to Be Staged on 
the East Course. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 26.—The quall- 
fying round of the twenty-second annual 
amateur golf championship to be held 
the week of Sept. 4 over the two courses 
of the Merion Golf Club, will be played 
over 36 separate holes for the first time 
in the history of American golf. This 
is made possible by the use of both the 
east and west links of the Merion Club. 
The courses are marked by great dis- 
similarity, both as to physical features 
and type of holes. ~ 

The east course is 6445 yards in length 
and is plentifully supplied with haz- 
ards, hand-made and natural. While the 
ground is of an undulating character, 
the soil, largely of clay loam, makes 
the run of the ball more pronounced 
than on the west course. 

Two or three creeks and a quarry are 
the natural features that make some of 
the holes of the east course famous, 
while a road which bisects the course 


at the tenth, eleventh and twelfth holes 


adds to the other hazards. The six+ 
teenth, seventeenth and eighteenth holes 
are the quarry holes, the drop into the 
quarry of 100 feet facing the seventeenth 
tee makes an excellent mental hazard. 
This course is also noted for its One- 
shot holes, on any of which a careless 
play means ruin. ‘This will be the course 
used for the match play after the quali- 
fying round on Monday, Sept. 4. 


Many Natural Hazards. 


The west course, which is to be used 
only in the qualifying round, is a com- 


paratively new one, opened in 1914, and 
is entirely different from the older. It 
is 6100 yards in length and even more 
rugged and secluded than the _ east 
course. It is entirely surrounded by 
woods with no roads near. In its nat- 
ural features it is far superior to the 
other, with winding creeks and, in some 
holes, fairways, guarded by short slopes. 
The soil, too, is totally different, be- 
ing of a sandy character, which readily 
becomes spongy .and on which under 
usual circumstances shots must be 
played for what they are wortli. Owing 
to the continued drouth of the past few 
weeks, however, the soil has become 
baked and is practically in the same 
condition as the other course, In fact, 
both are longer than they are under 
normal conditions, and where the hole 
is a two-shotter the run of the ball 
makes the second shot a much shorter 
one than it should be and consequently 
much easier. The greens are smaller 
than they are on the east course, making 
it more difficult to stay on. 

The feature hole of the west course Is 


the sixth. It is one of the most deceptive 


one-shot holes in the country. The tee, 
which is 125 yards from the pin, is 80 
feet above it, amd the fairway slope toa 
green almost islanded by a creek.

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CADILLAC ANNOUNCES 
NEW EIGHT-CYLINDER 


For the third year, the Cadillac Motor 
Car Co. announces its eight-cylinder 
cars, with no radical change in the 
basic principles of design. 

The first Cadillac Eight proved so suc- 
cessful that it was found unnecessary 
to make any radical alterations last 
year; and the same is true now. 

What the absence of radical change 
really means is that the underlying 
principles of Cadillac V-type eight-cylin- 
der construction have been proven fun- 
damentally sound by the performance of 
31,000 cars. 

“It means that the Cadillac Co. has 
arrived at the deliberate judgment that 
the kind of a motor car which it is now 
building represents a higher degree of 
efficiency than any other in existence,” 
says an official.

There are two convertible cars, that 
is, having permanent roofs and disap- 
pearing windows, viz., a seven-passen- 
ger car at $2675 and a four-passenger 
victoria at $2550. 

The list of enclosed cars includes a 
four-passenger coupe at $2800 and a five- 
passenger brougham at $2950, each with 
12-inch wheel base; a seven-passenger 
limousine at $3600, a seven-passenger 
landaulet and a seven-passenger im- 
perial with 132-inch wheel base, the two 
latter at $3760. 

The designs are beautiful. The ex- 
teriors are unmarred by any encum- 
brances—all that can de concealed con- 
veniently has been so disposed.

The daily output of the Sterns plant 
at the start will be 1600 casings and 3200 
inner tubes, and, according to officials 
uf the concern, enough orders already 
have been received for the “Sternwear” 
product to require the operation of the 
factory day and night for three months. 
It is expected that the concern will be 
ready to manufacture its product by 
January 1. 

The “Sternwear’’ inner tube is a St. 
J.ouls product, invented by Edward 
Sterns of the Efficiency company. 
These tubes will be sold under a fac- 
tory guarantee to give 20,00, miles of 
service without puncture or blowouts. 

Sterns recently closed a deal in De- 
troit with Henry Matthews of Trenton, 
Ontario, involving approximately $500,- 
1, In which he disposed of the Cana- 
dian rights of manufacture and distri- 
bution of “Sternwear” tubes.

Mrs. George Bass Replies to 
Those Who Criticise Presi- 
dent’s Position. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—Mrs. George 
Bass, head of the Woman’s Bureau at 
Western Democratic headquarters, is- 
sued a statement today in which she 
replies to the leaders of the Congres- 
sicnal Union ‘and others who have 
criticised President Wilson’s position 
on woman suffrage. 

“The first step in the campaign for 
the woman’s vote’ in the suffrage 
states will be the presentation of 
proof that the Democratic party has 
been more friendly to the cause of 
woman suffrage than the Republican 
party,” says Mrs. Bass. “The history 
of the suffrage cause contains proof of 
this and any one who claims that tho 
Democrats oppose woman _ suffrage 
makes the claim out of Republican 
partisanship and not from any honest 
interest in suffrage. 

“For the 20 years that suffrage was 
becoming a live issue the Republicans 
were in power. During that time the 
suffrage lobbyists in Washington 


ment. When the Democratic party 
‘ame into power four years ago Sen- 
tor Thomas of Colorado, one of the 


frage in the country, was made chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on suf- 
frage. He asked for and received as 
members of his committee men inter- 
ested in the advancement of suffrage 
and for the first time in the history o? 
suffrage Congress has met the suf- 
fragists cordially and Congress has 
been democratic. 

“The Congressional Union, seeking 
the passage of the Federal amendment 
for universal suffrage and represent- 
ing only a small fraction of suffrage 
seekers, is waging a campaign agains: 
the Democratic party because Cor- 
gress failed to pass the amendment. 

“Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt declares 
the Congressional Union’s auti-party 
policy, ‘A monkey wrench thrown 
into the machinery of suffrage evo- 
lution,’ and contrary to the long es- | 
tablished and tried policy of non- | 
partisanship which neither’ indorses | 
nor opposes a political party. Mrs. 
Catt has called the policy of the Con- 
gressional Union ‘foolish and futile,’ 
particularly as the passage of the 
amendment requires a two-thirds 
vote of Congress, a majority which 
no party has controlled since the time 
of the reconstruction. 

“Outside the congressional situa- 
tion as well as within it, the Dem- 
ocratic party has fovored woman 
suffrage. In 1912 women voted in 
11 states, all of them west of the 
Mississipi River, and all of them 
originally Republican strongholds. 
Eight of these states, Arizona, Colo- 
rado, Idaho, Kansas, Montana, Ne- 
vada, Oregon and Wyoming, went 
Democratic. California and Washing- 
ton went Progressive. Utah alone 
went Republican. If women, with 
experience in suffrage, testify by 
their votes to the fairness of the 
Democratic party is not their testi- 
mony worth more than an agitator’s 
claim? 

“The Republican platform approves 
suffrage. The Democratic platform 
recommends it. The Republican can- 
didate for President has just de- 
clared himself for suffrage. Presi- 
dent Wilson voted for suffrage in 
1915.”

and inclosed in an envelope blazoned with the Con- 
federate flag. It ran: 

“To Abraham Lincoln, Esq., President of the Northe 
ern Confederacy:

Properly supervised playgrounds with attendants 
who know their business cannot be too highly recommended for 
*he youngsters. 

“Play is a fundamental means ig education, because it is a 
natural instinct. In play a child imitates its forebears and re- 
peats their life’s history in many ways. A desire to excel is in 
every child. It should be encouraged. 

“The gravest handicap the American boy has his father. 
Through many physical deformities by indulging in one or more 
of the manifold forms of dissipation and the neglect of his physi- 
cal education, his weaknesses are transmitted to his children. 

“Boys should never be allowed to train so lorg or as strenuously 
as men, as nature is unrelenting and one of her demands is that 
no person should emgage in physical exertion that will use up 
the supply of bodily energy and vitality that is required for the 
proper growth of bone and muscle. 

“Youth is the growing time; all exercise should be of the kind 
to promote growth rather than retard it. The object of physical 
training is to bring the body into a natural and original state of 
health and manly vigor, so that a man may sustain an urusual 
strain upon his powers without that injury which is inseparable 
from a want of condition. 

“The popular notion that to ‘train’ means the undergoing of 
all sorts of hardships in order to increase the muscular power 
for a time, with the result of undermining and permanent injury 
to the constitution in the future may be dismissed at 
once as utterly wrong. 

“No hard, fast and irksome adherence is necessary, 
nor is it imperative that any kind of a course in gym- 
nastics sould be followed to the letter, in order that 


one’s everyday life it is necessary 
to depend largely vwpon the ele- 
ments of nature.

“We expect to be ready in two or three months,” said 
lake. “When we are we vill get down into the West 
Indies by cool weather and spend some months ex- 
amining and exploring the ocean bottom. .The subma- 
rine gardens in the Antilles have always interested me 
and I intend to examine them at lefure on the bottom 
instead of from the top. The expedition will be mainly 
for pleasure, but it will also have its scientific aspect. 
There is nothing at all strange about it. I have gone 
vielting on the ocean floor many times before.” 
The apparatus consists of two craft, a surface mother- 
boat and a small submarine cruiser, the two connected 
a great tube. In action the little submarine runs 
the bottom on specially designed wheels, after 
manner of the automobile, furnishing the power 
its own motor. It drags the surface boat slowly 
wake. When not in use, tube and submarine 
the surface and are pushed ahead of the mother. 
| the surface boat, in itself a remarkable 
fF, stands on the stocks with a score of mechanics 
working out its intricate equipment. Lake calls it a 
modified houseboat. For the comfort of the party 
it will have four state rooms, a dining room, galley, 
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crew's mess room and a complete garage, all above 
deck. Be.ow deck will be the engine room, cargo hold 
and the crew’s living quarter... 

The most remarkable feature of this boat will be the 
special well for receiving, holding and controlling the 
upper end of the great tube which connects with the 
submarine. In addition there will be a new special 
device for picking up a power tender in a seaway. This 
craft measures 100 by 20 feet over all. 

The great tube, 4 feet 6 inches in diameter, is built 
in adjustable sections specially designed to resist sea 
pressure at considerable depths. The tube is 120 feet 
long and may be extended to 150 feet. The greatest 
depth at which he has as yet operated with a subma- 
rine boat, Lake said, was 250 feet. 

“We do not know what the limit of depth is at which 
we can operate the submarine at the end of the tube,” 
said the inventor. ““‘We are certain we can go down 300 
feet and are inclined to believe a depth of 500 prac- 
ticable.” 

The submarine boat, the heart of the matter, is an 
ordinary Lake submarine in miniature, save that most 
of the space is given over to the comfort of the people 
who will work in it on the bottom. The dimensions 
of this boat are 25x9 feet. It will be equipped with plate 
glass portholes in which the glass will be 1% inches 
thick. Through Lake and his friends will be 
able to observe life on the sea’s bottom at leisure. 
There wil! be a powerful light equipment in case of 
need, although In West Indian waters observations will 
be made by daylight, thanks to the extraordinary _trans- 
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good results may be obtained. They should be adopted 
only in so far as they may be suited to the constitu- 
tion and physical power of the individual.

When the boat was: trapped, the commander of a 
British destroyer, through a megaphone, summoned the 
German to surrender. The crew held up their hands 
and presently jumped into the sea. As the destroyer’s 
boat, after picking them up and taking them to the 
destroyer, Was returning to the submarine, another maa 
was seen to jump off her into che sea, and simultaneons- 
ly several violent explosions took place on board her.

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LOCATING SUBMARINES BY MICROPHONES ON MINES 


AS 


DWARD F. CHANDLER, an inven- 
tor, who has made a close study of 
submarine problems, has worked 
out a system of applying micro- 

phones to mines so that it would be pos- 

sible fo blow up a submarine trying to 
worm its way into a mine-protected har- 

bor, or a battleship seeking to enter a 

harbor at night or in a dense fog. He 

explains his plan in the July Popular 

Science Monthly. 

“In my system,” writes Mr. Chandler, 

“the mines are arranged in groups of 

four, each group constituting a field unit. 

On each mine a microphone is mounted. 

“A mine field equipped with micro- 

phones in the manner indicated is elec- 

trically connected with a luminous an- 
munciator. In other words, wires run 
from each microphone to a board which 

. is divided into’squares corresponding in 

number with those of the mine-field units. 

Behind each square a lamp is mounted. 
As a hostile ship passes through a mine 


field the nearest microphones pick up 
the vibrations of her propellers and the 
corresponding lamps on the board glow. 

“Imagine New York Harbor mined and 
microphoned in the manner that | have 
described; imagine the mines connected 
with a luminous annunciator at Fort 
Wadsworth; imagine a submarine crawl- 
ing very, very cautiously through the 
field, thrusting aside with careful anten- 
na the anchor chains of the buoyant 
mines in its path. An American officer 
glues his eyes on the luminous board. 
One by.one the squares glow before him

paper of the fost expensive linen and 
book papers. A St. Louis dealer in sec- 
ondhand books found not long ago that 
he could make more money by tearing 
the covers off his stock and selling it as 
waste paper than he could selling it by 
the volume. The writer saw a huge stack 
of these books in the plant of the Federal 
Paper Stock Co., 1814 North Main street. 

Most of the waste comes from printing 
shops and newspaper offices. Even trim- 
mings from paper cutters that formerly 
were thrown away are valuable. Dave 
Charak of the Federal company, estimat- 
ed that between 200 and 250 tons are 
handled in St. Louis every day. That is 
quite a lot of paper. It is sorted and 
baled in much the same way rags are. 
Besides the two large wholesale establish- 
ments there are several smaller waste- 
paper dealers in the city.

Where and by what means the “‘U C 5°" was captured 
the British Admiralty does not reveal. But it hap- 


pened that one day certain patrol boats and destroy- 
ers came to the conclusion that the pest was some- 
where in a square mile or so of open water off the 
British coast. “We adopted measures which I shall 
not waste your time in describing,” blandly observed 
a naval officer to inquiring newspaper men, “and the 
result was that Fritz was caught, much against his 
will.” 

When the boat was: trapped, the commander 27f a 
British destroyer, through a megaphone, summoned the 
7erman to surrender. The crew held up their hands 
and presently jumped into the sea. As the destroyer's 
boat, after picking them up and taking them to the 
destroyer, was returning to the submarine, another maa 
was seen to jump off her into the sea, and simultanecs- 
ly several violent explosions took place on board her. 
The Germans had not leaped into the sea because they 
feared the English would mistreat them, but because 
they knew their commander was down in the hull 
busily setting four bombs to* blow up his ship. 

A sublieutenant in charge of the rowboat put on a 
gas. mask and. descended through the conning tower 
hatch. He found that the submarine had been badly 
toled and had two feet of water in her. The craft 
bad a full cargo of 12 mines, but two had been dislodged 
by the explosion and were bumping about loose, likely 
to explode at any moment. Had this happened the sub- 
marine and everyone near it would have been blown to 
atoms. for each mine is powerful enough to destroy the 
biggest ship afloat.

diving suit and rendered them harmless. The holes in 
the hull were plugged up, the British nava) ensign was 
flown above the German 
eagle, to show that the sub- 
marine was a naval prize, 
and she was towed to the 
mouth of the Thames. 
There she received a bright 
coat of paint before being 
taken to Lcendon, where the 
populace had the triumph 
of inspecting the first un- 
dersea trophy captured by 
the British.

In the topmost illustra- 
tion on this page the “U C 
5” is seen submerged, with 
the bew towards the specta- 
tor. A portion of the outer 
skin of the hull has been 
remov in order to show 
the position in which the 
12 mines were stored. These 
polished black globes with 
their ominous antennae 
were housed in a single line 
of cylinders, from which 
the mines were released by 
the action of levers fixed 
to the cylinders. In the 
diagrammatic view given 
here one of the mines is 
seen sinking towards the 
sea bottom. The manner in 
which the mine ultimately 
rests upon the bottom is 
shown in the lowest il- 
lustration, the four hinged arms having fallen fiat and 
formed an anchor for the mine. 

The middle illustration is a closer view of the type of 
mine employed by the “U C 5.” [It consists of a large 
spherical chamber filled with guncotton, to which are 
attached the detonators. Holding it in position are the 
hinged arms or guides, which drop down when the 
mine reaches the bottom, permitting & to rise. Be- 
neath the mine chamber is the pulley which connects 
with the drum in the base. This mine Is not, of course, 
in its proper position in the submarine’s tubes, but 
is displayed on the superstructure. 

A remarkable feature shown in the first drawing is 
the wire drawn taut from stem to stern and passing 
over the top of the conning tower. This is called a 
“jumping wire,” and is designed to aid in negotiating 
wire net defenses. As the bow passes beneath the net, 
this is engaged by the taut wire, and is supposed to 
slide upwards and over it without any part of the craft 
becoming entangled. 

Anyone who is familiar with the appearance of the 
typical German U-Boat will see at once that the “U C 5” 
fs a totally different type of boat. A noticeable dif- 
ference is the narrow deck, sloping downwardly from 
the conning tower to bow and stern. The standard 
U-boat is distinguished by a broader deck, which runs 
without any sheer straight from stem to stern. 

The minelayer has every appearance of having been 
rapidly and somewhat roughly constructed. There is 
a lack of fairness in the lines and a want of finish in 
the plating and riveting, which would indicate that 
“U C 5” and her sisters are experimental boats Ex- 
cept for the mishap to this captured boat, the little 
craft would seem to have been very successful in their 
mine-laying expeditions, and there can be no doubt 
that many of the losses of ships, in what were sup- 
posed to be mine-swept waters, were due to the secrecy 
with which the mine-laying can be done from a submarina,

Flag Presentation by Employees of the 
Durham Duplex Razor Company 


“Long May It Wave as Labor’s Flag,” Says William H. Johnston, Machinists’ President 
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“Long may it wave,” said 
William H. Johnston, Interna- 
tional President of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, 
in presentipg a large American 
flag to the Durham Duplex Razor 
Company, and “Long may. it 
wave,” chorused 400 voices of 
the workers who were to occupy 
the new plant. 

The incident came as one item 
of a most unusual celebration, 
one which should do much to 
demonstrate that the flag of the 
working class at large is but one 
flag—Red, White and- Blue. 

The Durham Duplex plant 
had been ‘burnt out, and all 
local records were broken in 
the rebuilding of a new one. On 
opening day a half-holiday was 
granted the employees in order 
that there might be a formal 
opening of the new building. 

Four hundred strong, led by a 
band playing “The Star Span- 
gled Banner.” headed by 300 
girls, each carrying Old Glory 
as they marched from the old 
burned-out structure through 
the streets of Jersey City, were 
witnessed by thousands of peo- 
ple along the line of march. 
Some there probably were who 
observed the demonstration 
without attempting to divine its 
purpose, and for them it was 
merely a spectacle. That the 
great mass of people who viewed the imspiring turnout 
of the Durham Duplex workers were impressed with the 
fact that they were witnessing an unusual and epoch- 
making spectacle in the commercial history of Jersey 
City, there is not the slightest doubt, for they saw 400 
men and women voluntarily giving a public manifestation 
of gratitude for considerate and square treatment at the 
hands of their employers. That is the whole crux of the 
story in so far as the Durham people and their employees 
are concerned, It remained for a labor union man and a 
a member of the Jersey City Chamber of Commerce to 
discern and enthusiastically voice the far-reaching influ- 
ence which this initial public demonstration in Jersey City 
of affectionate co-operation between capital and labor will 
have on the industrial and commercial life of this locality. 

Arriving at the new plant, International President of 
the Machinists’ Union William H. Johnston was introduced 
by General Sales Manager S. W. Apgar, who acted as Chair- 
man of the Employees’ Committee, to present the Company 
officials with the flag. After pointing out that the flag 
stands for “a square deal,” he said: 

“The prosperity and success of this establishment has 
been due largely to the spirit of co-operation that has been 
manifested by both the employer and employee. I would 
that all employers and that all employees would emulate 
the example that has so well been set by officers and em- 
ployees of this company. — 

“The Flag stands for equal rights—for human rights. 
Nearly all the trouble in our world to-day is caused 
through misunderstandings—men failing to recognize the 
rights of others. We as employees must learn to recog- 
nize the rights of the employer; the employer, on the 
other hand, must recognize the rights of his employees. 
Modern industry is a partnership. The success of an in- 
dustry depends not altogether on the management, but on 
the joint efforts, the co-operative efforts, of both the em- 
ployer and the employee. Both have rights which should 
be respecied and which will be best served by a recogni- 
tion on the part of both that they have a right to a voice 
in determining the conditions under which men shall 
labor, and sitting down and reasoning out the difficulties 
rather than by using the tactics of the primitive ages—the 
tactics of might and force. 

“I am glad to say, as a representative, that the labor 
movement stands for purity, stands for virtue, stands for 
equal rights for men and women.” 

In presenting the flag the speaker said: “Long may it wave

T 11:15 o'clock on the night of 
Aug. 8 some person, perhaps 
bibulous and certainly with 
a perverted sense of humor, 
observed a fire alarm box at 
Natural Bridge road and 
Sophia avenue. At once he 
conceived the outlines of what appeared to 
be a brilliant joke. He walked up to the 
box, broke the little glass in its front and 
pressed on a lever. Then, perhaps, he 
chuckled and walked to a safe spot and 
waited to see the fun. 

Most of the firemen of Engine Company 
No. 31 were in their bunks when the alarm 
came in. They sprang to their places. The 
horses flew to their positions and, when 
the automatic harness fell, pawed impa- 
tiently to be away. 

John O'Connor, a fine, stalwart, courage- 
ous Man, sprang to the driver’s seat and 
reached for the reins. One of them dropped. 
As he tried to recover it, the horses lunged 
and he fell headfirst to the floor, where he 
lay all crumpled up. Somebody pulled him 
to one side, another driver took his place, 
the engine went on its way. 

Then a doctor came and looked at Jack 
O'Connor. Jack was dead, with a. broken 
neck. 

It is interesting to wonder whether the 
man who pulled the hook enjoyed his joke. 
It is interesting also to speculate on the 
nature of the mental makeup of such a 
man—whether it permits him to feel that 
he is guilty of Jack O’Connor’s death. 

It was a similar “joke” that sent Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 15 to Euclid and 
Cote Brilliante avenuzes on the night of 
July 4. The truck collided with a street 
car at Euclid. Capt. Farrell and Firemen 
A. Gradeil and J. Haberstroh were thrown 
to the ground and so cruelly mangled that 
they are not yet -ble to return to duty. 

Capt. John Detwiler lay on a bed of suf- 
fering for 67 days, early in 1914, with both 
arms and his nose broken and his back 
badly wrenched because another idiot turned 
in a false alarm from Klemm street and 
Flora boulevard. Fireman George Har- 
baugh was out of service for 53 days with 
a fractured skull and Fireman E. Sedivec 
was out 30 days with a wrenched back from 
the same accident, a collision between their 
truck and a street car. 

On the night of Nov. 7, 1915, Edward A. 
Murphy of 1812 O'Fallon street, was run over by a fire 
truck responding to a false alarm, and was sent to the 
city hospital with both legs broken. 

On the night of Dec. 5, 1915, Lieut. William Haas of 
Engine Company No. 11 was thrown from his wagon 


_ when responding to a false alarm and was severely in- 


jured. 

On the night of July 27 last, G. Wadsack, a fireman, 
was badiy hurt when the truck on which he was rid- 
ing, after a false alarm, struck a tree. 

In every one of these affairs, honest, decent, law- 
abiding men, trying to do their perilous duty for the 
public, were hurt because of a quirk in the brain of

Children are caught more frequently. They are in- 
variably turned over to the Juvenile Court and an of- 
ficial of the Fire Department takes a hand in the prose- 
cution. Whenever it is found to be a case merely of 
prankishness, the matter is usually ended by a stiff 
reprimand and by a recommendation that a parent of 
the child administer a sound spanking. The recom- 
mendation is generally followed and the result, Chief 
Henderson says, in most cases is salutary. fs 

“It is with adults that the real trouble comes.” the 
Chief added. “If we could only get the public to 


realize the enormity of the offense and to look upon 
the man who turns in a false alarm as an individual 
dangerous to the public welfare, who ought at once 
to be surrendered to the authorities, we could soon 
break up the practice.”

Some 
of them do not but try to beat the engines 
across a street intersection.

Pee Ab; men do not. They usually advance the 
ia es “@ plea that, shut up in their vestibules, they 
‘tPs8 did not hear the bells. It is often hard to 


disprove this. When we can do so, the 
street car company always fires the man 
and he cannot get his job back again. As 
a general thing, we have little trouble with 
motorists. They ‘nearly always give us 
right of way when they can.” 

Most firemen believe that the traffic regu- 
lations of St. Louis for such emergencies 
are antiquated and insufficient. Although 
our ordinances require all cars and autos to 
stop when the fire engines are coming, they 
are not rigidly obeyed as they are in other 
cities—in New York, for instance. There 
the law says that traffic shall stop and it 
does stop. However, there are three or 
four traffic policemen on all corners in con- 
gested districts to see that it does. 

Kansas City and other towns also have 
an admirable arrangement to stop traffic in 
congested districts. There on downtown 
corners are electric gongs. As soon as 
engines are started these gongs begin 
ringing, much like the bells at block sig- 
nals on certain railroads. This is a signal 
to clear the thoroughfare, and the fire en- 
gines have an open road for minutes be- 
fore they actually appear. 

Chief Henderson has tried to get a siml- 
lar arrangement authorized by the St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen. It would cost about 
$30,000 if electricity is furnished free by 
public service corporations, and our city 
lawmakers have not seen fit to incur the ex- 
pense. 

“If we had such gong signals, though,” 
the Chief declared, “I would rather put 
them at places outside the downtown dis- 
trict. Really we have very few accidents 
downtown. They usually happen out in 
quiet neighborhoods, late at night. 

“I'll tell you what our worst trouble is, 
though, and it’s going to cost St. Louis a 
big conflagration some day. It is the con- 
gestion of traffic on downtown streets, 
where autos are parked. Some of these 
days we are going to have a fire on a 
street, where it will take us half an hour 
or maybe more to get these cars out of 
our way, and by the time we have got a 
place cleared to work in the fire will be 
out of our control. A loss of five minutes 
getting to a fire is likely at any time to 
mean two or three additional hours getting 
the fire under control.” 

Curiously enough, many of the drivers 
of fire wagons believe that most collisions 
are really unavoidable accidents. “The 
bust-up usually comes so quick you don't 
know what has happened or how,” one of 
them said, “until somebody is pouring 
water in your face and bringing you to. 
We always try to get the horses under 
control when we approach a street car crossing and 
most of the motormen do the best they can. But some- 
time you are going along at a good clip and a street 
car is going at a good clip and before either you or the 
motorman realizes the danger—zowie! 

“We are always afraid of the motorman who tries to 
beat us to the crossing. Maybe he is a minute or two 
behind schedule or is trying to get to the end of the 
line a minute or two before so he can stop for a bit 
of lunch. There is usually a bunch of excited people 
on the corner. Some of them motion to us to come on 
and maybe some of them motion to the motorman that 
he can make it. The law says he oughtn’t to try to 
make it, but he goes ahead anyhow—there always are 
a few fools like that—and then it happens! 

“The public could do a lot of good and save a lot 
of danger in these cases if it could only be properly 
educated. If a few of these reckless motormen were 
reported to the street car company once in a while, it 
would stop such foolishness. Understand, we haven't 
any quarrel with the motormen in general. Most of 
them try to obey the law and help us out all they can. 
It’s the occasional fellow that takes a chance who 
makes all the trouble. 

“Maybe I feel pretty strongly about this, but it’s a 
serious matter for us fellows. You just put it into 
your paper that if the public will co-operate with -us 
in this matter and, above all, help us put the false-alarm 
fiend out of business, and we'll be satisfied.” 

Policemen, as a rule, co-operate with firemen in every 
way possible. Chief Henderson says he has never made 

a request of one at a fire
